I have seen the statement of H. H. 


>v alker and your comments thereon 
in your paper of the Sd inst. I ask 
the privilege of a reply. 


The law directing the loan of $200,- 


000 made it the duty of the governor 
auditor of state and myself, jointly, to 
sell the bonds., They could not be 
sold for less than par. 


Early in November, Mr. Stoddard 


of this city, called to inquire about 
the bonds, and gate it is MB opinion 
that in order to realize par for the 
bonds a small commission would have 
to be paid. I reported this to the 
auditor and governor, and it was 
then agreed that bids should be 
solicited for the bonds at once. I 
wrote to all those whom I supposed 
wouli be likely to bid and caused the 
announcement to be made in the daily 
papers that such bonds would be for 
sale. Soon after this Mr. Davis, of 
the Indiana Banking Company of this 
city, called, and said he was then pre- 
pared to make a bid on the bonds, and 
intimated that he would pay a premi- 
um of 2 percent. After consultation 
with the governor and auditor it was 
thought best not to accept the bid 
then, but to try and have Mr. Davis 
keep his offer good until the 20th, and 
m the meantime noticecould be given 
that the bonds would be sold on that 
day. Notice of this was published in 
the daily papers, and a letter or tele- 
gram sent to all thosa who had ei- 
pressed a desire to purchase the bonds, 
notifying them that the bonds would 
be sold on the 20th. Bids were re- 
ceived on the 20th and held over until 
the 21st, until we could hear from 
parties to .whom telegrams had been 
sent.

As will he seen, the highest bid 


came from Smith & Hannaman of 
this city, and as there was no bid 
from Davis, I sent a message to know 
the cause, and the answer came that 
his bid was made in the name of 
Smith & Hannaman.

Mr. Walker further complains that 


the bonds could not have been legally 
sold before December 1st, and quotes 
a clause from the act providing for 
the issue and sale of the new bonds to 
show this. Here is the clause :

The plain meaning of this restrict- 


ion is to prevent the sale of new bonds 
of an earlier date than that on which 
the old bonds become due—that there 
be no loss of interest in paying off the 
maturing bonds—that the "date of the 
new bonds and the date of the matur- 
ity of the old bonds should be the 
same. 


We acted on this view of the law 


and concluded the negotiation and 
paid off the bonds in New York on 
the day they were duo without loss of 
interest to the state. We thought, 
too, that by giving the purchaser a 
few days to arrange to pay for the 
bonds, it would add lo their value- 
that there might be men who would 
like to purchase the bonds, but who 
could not pay for them in advance of 
their delivery in New York.

The doctor 
wishing to try an experiment and also 
te make an effort to save his patient's 
life, purauaded the wife to submit to 
the operation of transfusing some of 
her blood into the system of -her hus- 
band. This is an operation rarely at- 
tempted by a physician, since it is a 
difficult one and attended with con- 
siderable danger. The operation is 
performed by inserting a tube into 
the veins of a person and allowing the 
blood to pass through the tube into 
the veins of the patient. The process 
demands the greatest care and judg- 
ment as well as nicety, as if the blood 
in its passage through the tube be- 
comes cooled in the slightest degree 
death will almost certainly ensue.

A Olear and Oonolusive Statement 
¿Tom Stat« TreMorer Fleming. 


The Sale Made Openly and in Good 
Faith. 


State Treasurer Fleming several 
days since^ published the following 
statement in the Indianapolis Journal 
in reference to the sale of state 6 per 
centbonds: 
To the £altor of the J a u t n a l : 


I have seen the statement of fl. li. 
Walker and your comments thereon 
in your paper of the 8d iast. 1 ask 
the privilege of a reply. 


The law directing the loan of $200,- 
000 made it the duty of the governor, 
auditor of state and myself, jointly, to 
sell the bonds. . They could not be 
sold for less than par. 


Early in November, Mr. Stoddard, 
of this city, called to inquire about 
the bonds, and gate it is his opinion 
that in order to realise pat for the 
bonds a small commission would hate 
to be paid. 1 repotted this to the 
auditor and governor, and it was 
then agreed that bids should be 
solicited for the bonds at once. 1 
wrote to all those whom I supposed 
woul4 be likely to bid and caused the 
announcement to be made in the daily 
papers that such bonds would be for 
sale. Soon after this Mr. Davis, of 
the Indiana Banking Company of this 
city, called, and said he was then pre- 
pared to make a bid on the bonds, and 
intimated that he would pay a premi- 
um of 2 percent. After consultation 
with the governor and auditor it was 
thought best not to accept the bid 
then, but to try and have Mr. Davis 
keep his offer good until the 20th, and 
in the meantime notice could be given 
that the bonds would be sold on that 
day. Notice of this was published in 
the daily papers, and a letter or tele- 
gram sent to all those who had ex- 
pressed a desire to purchase the bonds, 
notifying them that the bonds would 
be sold on the 20th.

As will be seen, the highest bid 
came from Smith & Hannaman, of 
this city, and as there was no bid 
from Davis, I sent a message to know 
the cause, and the answer came that 
his bid was made in the name of 
Smith & Hannaman. 


On the morning of the âlst of No 
vember, and just after the bids had 
been opened, Mr. Walker called to in- 
quire why he iiad not been BOtified as 
to the time when the bonds would be 
sold. This was the first and only 
time I remember to have met Mr. 
Walker. 
He said then, as he says in 
his card in the Journal, that I prem- 
ised to send him notice when to put 
in his bid for the bonds, and that he had 
been ready to bid at any time. 
It is 
^ssible that I made such a promise, 
i)ut I had not at that time any recol- 
lection of having seen Mr. Walker be- 
fore, nor can I now recall having done 
80. Had I remembered having made 
such a promise, or had I known that 
he wanted to bid, he certainly would 
have had a special notice. 
If Mr. 
Walker had proposed at that time, as 
he did eight days afterwards, to pay a 
premium of two and one-half percent 
tor bonds, the proposition Would have 
been considered at once by the board. 


Mr. Walker further complains that 
the bonds could not have been legally 
sold before December 1st, and quotes 
a clause from the act providing for 
the issue and sale of the new bonds to 
show this. Here is the clause : 


• .:< 
N o m o n e y shall be borrowed 
under this act until such debts of the state 
fallln« due April 1 and December 1, 1879, 
shall have severally become due." 


The plain meaning of this restrict- 
ion is to prevent the sale of new bonds 
of an earlier date than that on which 
the old bonds become due—that there 
be no loss of interest in paying off the 
maturing bonds—that the date of the 
new bonds and the date of the matur- 
ity of the old bonds should be the 
same. 


We acted on this view of the law, 
and eoncluded the negotiation and 
paid off the bonds in New York on 
the day they were due without less of 
interest to the state. We thought» 
too, that by giving the purchaser a 
few days to arrange to p«y for the 
bonds, it would add to their value 
that there might bé men who would 
like to purchase the bonds, but who 
could not pay for them in advance of 
their delivery in New York. Besides, 
it might have happened that no satis- 
factory bid could be obtained here, 
and in that event it would have been 
necessary for some member of the 
board to go to New York and sell the 
bonds. 


, There are a number of statements 
in the article too absurd to notice. 
For instance, it was said that I waa 


hawking the bonds about New York, 
ofierihg them for sale as late as the 
29th. The bonds were engraved here, 
and were made payable to the Brook- 
lyn ^viags Bank, and, of course, such 
a bond could not be sold. It had no 
Talue except to the Brooklyn Savings 
Bsmlt.

TBAHSFUSION OP BLOOD.

Beftnl« of a Wom»n*s 
Iniicrisation.

Abotft one month ago a medical gen- 
tleman residing not fat from the heart 
<rf the city was hastily called upon by 
a middle-aged colored woman living 
near Nofth Beach, who insisted npon 
the doctor^s accompanying her to her 
house, as her h u ^ u d was dying. 
Taking the physician by the arm, she 
hurri^ him out of his office, all the 
time moaning and crying, and beseech- 
ing the man of medicine to hurry and 
save "the old man's life." Hastening 
along, with her hand still grasping his 
arm, and almost dragging him through 
the principal streets leading to her 
hottse, the doctor and his escort at- 
tracted considerable attention, being 
followed by a crowd of children. The 
feeling of the doctor can better be 
imagined than described. Yet pity 
for the poor, anxious woman, who was 
cleanly and respectably dressed, and 
with the duty of his vocation before 
his mind, he walked quietly along. 
They soon arrived at the woman's 
home, and climbing two pairs of stairs^ 
she led him into a low room, wretch- 
edly furnished, but very neat and 
clean. Near the window on an old 
sofa sat, or rather reclined, an old 
man too weak to move about. He 
was pointed out to the doctor as being 
the patient in question. The physi- 
cian found that his patient was weak 
and in an exhausted condition, suffer- 
ing for the want of proper food and 
care. On further inquiry he found 
that the woman made both ends meet 
by going out and washing, or doing 
any work she could get, making thereby 
enough to keep them from 


STINTING THEMSELVES 
SO far as regarded food. One morn- 
ing a short time ago his wife left him 
in order to go to work, expecting to 
remain away four days. When she 
returned she found him sick with 
rheumatism and unable to call for as- 
sistance et to go out himself. He had 
gone without any thintr to eat for al- 
most the entire period of her absence. 
Learning of this, she hastily wenf out 
and got some beefsteak and other 
viands, and with them overfed the 
man so that nothing would remain on 
his stomach. This state of affairs lasted 
for about two days, when the man 
reached the period of starvation. At 
this point the doctor was called in. 
Nothing could be done; food in any 
shape would not remain on his stom- 
ach; even brandy and milk given in 
small quantities would distress the 
patient to such an extent that feeding 
him in the ordinary manner was out 
of the question. Yet no time was to 
be lost, for the condition of the man 
was getting so low that his pulse be- 
came alarmingly weak. The doctor 
wishing to try an experiment and also 
te make an effort to save his patient's 
life, pursuaded the wife to submit to 
the operation of transfusing some of 
her blood into the system of her hus- 
band. This is an operation rarely at- 
tempted by a physician, since it is a 
difficult one and attended with con- 
siderable danger. The operation is 
performed by inserting a tul^ into 
the veins of a person and allowing the 
blood to pass through the tube into 
the veins of the patient. The process 
demands the greatest care and judg- 
ment as well as nicety, as if the blood 
in its passage through the tube be- 
comes cooled in the slightest degree 
death will almost certainly ensue. The 
tube is wrapped within a hot sponge, 
and guided by a small thermometer 
the blood is kept at a certain degree 
of warmth. In this case the operation 
was performed successfully, 


ABOUT EIGHT OUNCES OF BLOOD 
being taken from the woman. Shortly 
after the operation the patient was 
enabled to take some brandy and milk 
in the tiniest doses, and he soon began 
to mend and in three weeks was quite 
well again, and able to go about his 
work. But the sequel to the operation 
was the strangest part of the whole 
affair. As soon as the husband had 
recovered sufficiently to walk about 
the house the woman was taken sick 
and finally on Sunday before last the 
same doctor was called upon again. 
He visited the woman, who said her 
appetite was bad; she could not sleep, 
and her illness was troubling her so 
that she could do nothing but lounj 
about the house and neglect her wor 
The doctor left her, first prescribing a 
tonic and directing her to partake of 
nourishing food, and then dismissed 
the case from his mind, supposing that 
she had recovered under his prescrip- 
tion. A few days ago he was again 
call^ to visit the woman, who re- 
ceived him in a mysterious manner 
Her face and form had grown thinner 
since his last visit, and he also re- 
marked the distres^ expression of 
her face. She took him aside and 
whispered to him that she could not 
rest day or night, and that she had 
found the reason why. "I tell you, 
Doctor, it's that blood of mine the 
old man is carrying about inside of 
him; and Doctor, when that old man 
comes back I want you to give me my 
blood back." 


T H » DOCTOR WAS ASTOUNDED 
at this, and seeing that the woman 
would not be appeuied unless he com- 
plied with her request, he left her and 
promised to return the next day, first 
infonuag her of tha dangers of the 


operation, and that it was resorted to 
only in the mo t urgent cases of neces- 
sity. She would hear of. no explana- 
tions, but demanded that the opera- 
tion be TOBe through with. It was 
accordin^y doae the next day, the 
doctor taKin^ from the man about half 
an ounce of blood and transfusing it 
into the woman's veins. After tho 
operation the woman brightened up 
perceptibly, saving, "I'll be all ri^ht 
now, docter." And that the operation 
did prove a success was demonstjrated 
by the sick woman, who began work a 
few hours afterward, declaring that 
the "doctor was a wonderful man, and 
BOW that she'd got her own blood back 
again she was all right."

A dispatch from Pesth says the 
Corsi River has risen unusually high. 
Thousands of inhabitants are fugitives 
in need of shelter.

lages are threatened with destruction. 
The general distress in Hungary is 
increasing rapidly. 


In the lower house of the Austrian 
reichsrath the clause of the govern- 
ment's army bill, prolonging the 
operation of the bill for ten years, 
failed to obtain the necessary two- 
thirds majority, 174 members voting 
for and 155 against it. The amend- 
nlent prolonging it for three years 
was also rejected. 


There is much rejoicing in official 
circles at Madrid over the rejwrted 
decisive defeat of the Cuban insur- 
gents at Pluceta.

has ordered four swift steamers te 
proceed at once to Cuban waters in 
order to intercept blockade runners, 
Avhich it is reported the revolutionists 
are fitting out in American ports. 


The steamer Arizona, which was in 
collision with an iceberg, was discov 
ered on fire at Liverpool, Sunday 
morning, in the forward part of the 
hold, where some cotton was stored. 
General difliculty was experienced in 
reaching the fire, and it was not ex- 
tinguished until noon. It is supposed 
to have been caused by spontaneous 
combustion. 


The detectives have discovered the 
rendezvous of co-operating nihilists 
in Berlin and Moscow, whence ema- 
nated the conspiracy against the life 
of the czar, which came so near prov- 
ing successful at Moscow. 
These 
parties were in constant communica- 
tion regarding the movements of the 
royal train, and arranged an almost 
perfect plan for the explosion and 
the escape of the daring desperadoes 
on horseback. The police have also 
arrested a female confederate of the 
conspirators, who has revealed the 
conspiracy in all its ^ramification^ 
tracing the plot to the very doors of 
the imperial palace, and implicating 
distinguished 
personages 
standing 
very near the throne. 
Tht revela- 
tions, so far as known, have created 
the most intense excitement, and 
when made public will startle the en- 
tire country. The government, which 
had lately evinced a lenient disposi- 
tion towards offenders, will henceforth 
prosecute all suspected enemies with 
remorseless 
vigor, and the grand 
army marching toward Siberia will be 
heavily reinforced.

Saturday night the police commis- 
sioners of Cincinnati issued an order 
directing the arrest of all ^rsons 
found performing on Sunday in any 
of the theatrical, variety or concert 
shows. Most of the places which are 
usually open on Sun^y were closed 
yesterday, but at Henck's opera house 
and one or two others the performance 
began. The police promptly arrested 
everybody they could find violating 
the order. About fifty persons were 
arrested, all of whom gave bail. Sun- 
day night not a theater or concert hall 
was open. All day Vine street, upon 
which most of these places are located, 
was filled with people apparently not 
knowing how to spend their time. It 
has been estimated that the attend- 
ance on Sunday places of amusement 
at Cincinnati has grown to be from 
three to five times as great as upon all 
the churches. 


The subject has excited a good 
deal of discussion in the press and 
elsewhere. 
The proprietors claim 
that they violate no law, and expect 
an acquittal. Another attempt was 
made last night to open Henck's 
opera house, but the police appeared 
and the audience waa dismissed and the 
money refunded. 
Drinking saloons 
everywhere were crowded all day 
Sunday and Sundsy evening. Several 
concerns over t)ie' Rhine converted 
their auditoriums into beer saloons 
and did an immense business. Several 
of them began performances at mid 
night Sunday. It is believed the 
raids were made for political pur- 
poses, and that the old order of 
things will shortl y be restored.

in the 
states might make them confident 
that they could carry any candidate 
they might choose to put forward. 
But yet they hang fire. They would 
like to put forward Grant, but they 
hesitate. Why? Because, as we hear 
on excellent authority, the nomina- 
tion of Grant would be the signal for 
an alliance of the democrats with the 
"Equal Bights" and other minor par- 
ties, and for the counter nomination 
of one whose candidature, it is believ- 
ed by many, would sweep all before it 
—the nomination of Victoria Wood- 
hall. [She spells her name now as 
Woodhall instead of WoodhuII.] 


It has been known for several weeks 
in some circles that Mrs. WoodhuII 
had been visited in her retirement at 
South Kensington by a deputation of 
seven American gentlemen, who them- 
selves "control" above a million votes, 
and 
solicited to stand for the

In 1869, when Tweed rings and the

Indisputable Facts and Unan- 
swerable Arguments. 


To the Editor of the SEXTINJ:L : 


I made up my mind to avoid,on my 
part, any further annoyance of the 
E 
ublic with articles on water works, 
ut must admit that it has been Iiard 
for me to keep still during the past 
few months, and read the willful iind 
malicious misreprei^cntations of some 
of the papers through their 
corres- 
pondenta and editorially. 
la 
some 
cases it may have been through ignor- 
ance of facts, in others it could only 
have been l)y a desire to pervert 
the truth. 


There seems to be on the part of all 
of them a desire to put Mr. Williams 
forward as the special champion of 
waterworks under citycontrol,and they 
write in a manner which would in- 
dicate to their readers that the present 
owners of the canal were in favor of 
company works, and were only pre- 
vented from imposing a large swifidle 
upon the public by Mr. Williams. 
They have persisted in these misrepre- 
sentations until it is possible that 
some parties not familiar with the 
facts in the case may bi'lieve them. This 
matter, however, has been written up 
through the newspapers on former 
occcasions suificiently tomake itinex- 
cusable, either on the part of :iu ed- 
itor or correspondent,in taking such a 
position unless he desired 
intention- 
ally to pervert the truth. 


There never was a time when, to my 
knowledge, or in my opinion any owner 
of the canal preferred a company to 
city control of water works. 
Tin- 
contract referred to on all occasions 
when this matter was spoken of, was 
not for a private company, but th(- 
owners of the canal were invited b^ 
the city council to make a,propo:^iti(jn 
to sell a portion of the canal to the 
city and give a price at which they 
would build water works according to 
the plans of Moses Lane. 
They did 
HO, and the prices then givt;ii were 
lower in proportion than tlu! work is 
now being done for, which ca)i rearli- 
ly be shown by comparison of specifi- 
cations and prices of material then 
and now. 
That the prices then pro- 
posed were greater than the work is 
now let for, is very true, but by an 
examination it will also be shown 
that a very great diiierence exists in 
what the city was getting then 
for 
its money and what we are to 'get 
under 
the present contracts, 
and 
which the tax payers will lear^ to 
their sorrow before they are through 
ivith the expense of water works. 


The great crime of the canal owners 
seenifc' to be the fact that they offered 
10 buiici water works at a time when 
they wer^ very much needed by the 
city, and when our laboring men, 
more than (Juring any year in the 
history of Fort Wayne needed em- 
ployment, 
and 
which ^ was under 
written contract to be given 
them 
through 
our 
foundries, 
machine 
shops,and contractors. T^ey purcha.sed 
the canal at a time when the city 
would not and could riot have done 
ttio, and which they had a right to do. 
They «ubsequently oil'dred the bulk of 
it to the city foi much' less than it was 
worth, and less than <ime-half that I, 
as one of the owners of the property, 
would take for it to-daW. We reserved 
the right to g i north í ind improve it 
as a water power, theij-eby giving the 
city a better power, fif possibles, and 
iurnishing additional power for man- 
ufacturing purposes,T a 
thing that

could not legally hav« been done by 
the city, and would c®rtainly not have 
been of any great disadvantage to the 
city.

The council was ^joined from car- 
jying out Its judgment and desires 
at that time. We aitice have improved 
the property, got all legal questions 
fiettled as to our title, etc., and have 
water powers to lei. 
We ofl'ered for a 
«tipulated sum m 
furnish the city

anuch less price tl]|aa the theoreti£;al

estlmat«! for iteam made hy tlieir 
^neer,and which have neveAxeen pwic- 
tically shown in general working. Our 
ofier was rejected by the council thro' 
the instrumentality'of the waterworks 
ring, accompanied by the howlinga of 
Mr. Williams and his friends througb

fight an imaginary waterworks com- 
pany,

the eve 
treasury, 
when you calmly look at them, are too 
silly for sensible men to engage in. 


I am not very old, yet in my life 
have been in a good many different 
places and watched the, progress and 
growth of many towns and cities and 
the action of 'the people promoting 
such growth, and must say that this 
is the first town I have ever known 
where two of the daily papers and cor- 
respondents through them, have sys- 
tematically endeavored to crush one 
of its best interests. 
Where towns 
have the advantages of water power 
they are usually extolled beyond their 
merit rather than made the subject of 
unjust attacks. 


The water power of the Wabash and 
Erie Canal,properly utilized, would do 
more to promote the growth and pros- 
perity of this city, than any other one 
advantage we have outside of our sys- 
tem of railroads, yet for some unac- 
countable reason, or perhaps petty dis- 
appointment, Mr. Williams and his 
friends go to work not only to destroy 
the value of our property, but 
pre- 
vent the city from receiving the bene- 
fits therefrom that she would other- 
wise derive. 
This has been done as 
evidenced by statements 
that 
the 
feeder dam was on a sandy founda- 
tion 
and 
entirely 
' insecure. 
This does 
not 
argue 
well 
for 
Mr. William.<3 if true, as he claims 
to Ix; the builder of it. Mr. Page had 
the manliness to admit that this was 
untrue and that the feeder dam was 
evidently in better condition than it 
ever was in. 
The natural conclusion 
therefore is, that having stood for over 
forty years and then in better condi- 
tion than ever, if on sandy foundation 
it was rather a good quality of sand. 


On another occasion there appeared 
in one of our daily papers an article 
signed by J. L. W., in which it was 
stated that there was not a sufficient 
quantity of water flowing through the 
canal to furnish the city with power, 
accounting for the 5,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute pagsing as follows: 
1,400 feet per minute, or nearly one- 
third of the flow by evaporation and 
waste. 
If so, I can only say that the 
canal is a very leaky affair (which the 
public knows is not so), or the water 
flowing is of a more volatile nature 
than we supposed. 


But what I most seriously object to, 
is the statement that the city mill was 
entitled to 1,269 cubic feet of water 
per minute, and taking that as a basis 
of calculation for Mr. Orff. 
This, 
Mr. Williams must have known was 
not t h e case w h e n h e m a d e s u c h a 
statement, 
as I 
had a contract 
in my 
possession 
at 
that 
time 
signed "Ijy J. L. Williams and Mr. 
Hoagland for themselves, and Thomas 
Dowling, resident^trustee for the Wa- 
bash and Erie Canal, executed May 
the 8th, 1872, and recorded in this 
county, miscellaneous records No. 9, 
pages 189, 190, 191, 192, where a copy 
of this statement can be seen by any 
of Mr. W.'sdoubting friends, in which 
it is very plainly written 703 cubic 
feet per minute, and no provision of 
any class or kind for any measure- 
ment whereby that amount could be 
increased. 
Quite a ditierence, equiv- 
alent nearly to a similar power to the 
one leased. 
The greater part of this 
lease is printed, and consequently the 
written part of it presents itself with 
more force to the reader or maker of 
iiuch an instrument. He subsequently 
transfers hi.s interest in this lease to 
Mr. Tresselt, and acknowledges the 
transfer before his son, H. M. Wil- 
liams, a notary public. 


i wa.s, in common with others, in- 
clined to shield Mr. Williams by say- 
iug and thinking that he had forgot- 
ten, as he is somewhat prone to do, 
until he endeavored to explain the 
matter by stating that there was some 
provision for 
other 
measurement, 
which does not exist in said contract, 
or any reference to such a thing, and

man as Mr. W. would deliber- 
ately sign a contract involving $54,- 
000 and not know what the most im- 
portant part of the entire contract 
was. This, at least, seems like a de- 
sire on his part to damage our prop- 
erty at all hazards, and for what? He 
said in the presence of reliable gentle- 
men as well known as himself, that if 
the canal owners would refund that 
$10,000 he would not only sign a pe- 
tition to the council asking them to 
use canal water, but would get one 
hundred and fifty good names to it. 
1 can only say that any interest he 
could have in the $10,000 referred to 
would be a very cheap sell out. 


The canal company do not want the 
services of any party to assist them 
in any of their busineas affairs who 
can be bought up for a moneyed con- 
sideration. 
I 
feel 
that writing in 
this way concerning Mr. W. will be 
criticised by both his friends and my 
own, and jjerhaps all will agree that 
it would have been better not said, 
but I ask in all fairness, has it not 
been broughton by himself and friends 
rexjeatedly through the papers calling 
the canal owners everything that they 
could think 
of 
but 
honest men, 
and 
bringing 
up 
some 
great 
good J. L. Williams was doing the 
people by his fight of the canal ring. 


My own opinion is that the only 
fighting that has been going on has 
been by themseilves and not on our 
part, and am entirely willing for my rec- 
ord in this city or elsewhere to be com- 
pared with that of Mr. Williams and 
abide by the result. 
The scale of pub- 
lic opinion is usually a very correct 
balance. 
His worth and 
my own 
are well known to the people of this 
city, and it would be better to let 
their judgment rule as to us both. 
But if old gentlemen wish to be 
treated with the respect their age 
should guarantee to them, they must 


by younger men, when abused and 
wrongfully villified by them. 
I do 
not willfully abuse any one, and am 
not in the habit of taking it quietly, 
when offered personally by either old 
or young, aud know no reason why 
T should continue to do so through 
the papers. 
If they see proper to op- 
pose in a gentlemanly way anything 
I'offer in which they or the public are 
interested, they have a perfect right 
to do so, but they have no right to 
misrepresent me or my j)roperty to 
my injury.

A setious accident occurred to Wm. 
Walda, the tontractof, fesldiflgon th« 
corner of East Wayne and HannS 
streets, on Saturday night at about 9 
o'clock, on the corner of Berry and 
Clinton streets.
